[ejen noch jebreiben fonnen, von riicfichtslojen HSandlern betrogen. Sie 
faben dann am Ende de8 Sabres von ihrer jehweren Wrbeit nicht viet 
eritbrigt; denn an den fteilen Vergabhangen auf metjt jtemmigem Boden 
Baumvolle gu giehen, erfordert viele und jdmwere Wrbeit. Die Leute 
jcheuen diefe aber nicht, Brauen nehmen ihre fleinjten Rinder mit aufs 
veld, machen ibnen cin Lager von Baumivolle, oder legen jie einfach ins 
Gras auf ein Tuch, und da dient dann oft ein Hund als Wachtmeritter.

When there are ten Christmas services to be arranged for, one must 
egin early to celebrate. “The Kindergarten service, the second of the ten, 
was held Thursday afternoon, Dec. 20, at 2.30 o'clock. “The manger with 
the Holy Child and Virgin Mary, Joseph and worshiping shepherds standing

by; the beautiful painting of the Wise Men coming from afar to worship 
the Christ-child; the brilliantly lighted tree, the silvery stars and frosty 
landscapes on walls and blackboards, all these added much to the spirit of 
joy and gladness filling the air. In pretty story and song, questions and 
answers, the little tots told to the listening mothers the old, old story of the 
Babe of Bethlehem,—Jesus, who came to save us from our sins. How 


sweet the story seemed as told by these lisping tongues, and one thought of 
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Isaiah’s words, “A little child shall lead them.” After the service the gifts 
made by the children for their mothers were distributed, and gifts of candy 
and toys were given to the children. 


What a very happy picture you would have seen, dear reader, had you 
entered the doors of Children’s Hospital on the afternoon of Christmas Eve, 
—garlands and sprays of holly in the halls, wreaths at all the windows, and 
on the beds, prettily decorated trees lighting up all the wards, the beautiful 
manger scene in the playroom, but best of all, the happy little faces, forgetful 
of pain and suffering in the midst of the Christmas joy. All the children 
who were able to be up from bed celebrated around the Christmas tree, while 
the others from their beds joined in the songs and the reading of the Christ- 
mas story. Surely the praises sung by these little ones were especially ac- 
ceptable to Him, who said, “Suffer the little children to come unto Me, and 
forbid them not, for of such is the kingdom of heaven.” As usual, our dear 
friends had bountifully provided gifts for the little ones, and oh! how their 
pale faces lighted up as their hands were filled to overflowing; and the kind 
givers experienced the blessing of giving in seeing the children’s joy 


No less happy were the grown-up “little ones” of the Old Folks’ Home, 
but deeper and keener was their joy, as they gathered around their Christ- 
mas tree to rejoice again in the birth of the Prince of Peace. Surely not of 
material gifts did these aged pilgrims think, but of God’s great gift to man, 
and if in quavering tones, yet joyfully did their voices rise in the old, fa- 
milar carols, sung since childhood days. ‘The pastor and Mr. W. P. M. 
Braun spoke to them on the Christmas message, and all were remembered 
with gifts. 


At 7.30 Christmas Eve the Sisters assembled in the Chapel for their 
Christmas Vespers. “he impressive candle service was used, candles burn- 
ing on altar and lectern and each worshiper, on entering, receiving a lighted 
candle. On the altar palms surrounded the transparent portraying the Babe 
in the manger, while on either side were the shepherds receiving the angel’s 
message of “‘Peace on earth, good will to men.” As the organ pealed forth 
in beautiful variations the strains of “Holy Night” one seemed to be trans- 
ported to Judea’s hills, and there to see the shining throng, praising God and 
saying, ‘Glory to God in the highest, and on earth peace, good will to 
men.” After the chapel service the adjoining rooms were thrown open where, 
surrounding the beautiful Christmas trees, stood gift-laden tables, holding 
gifts for all the family. The long-expected night passed all too quickly in 
the exchange of happy Christmas greetings, the opening of mysterious look- 
ing packages, and the singing of favorite Christmas carols. 


Christmas morning some members of the family were astir very early, as 
they attended 6 o’clock matins in various city churches. At 10.30 a Christ- 
mas service was held in the chapel, and at 8 o’clock in the evening the em- 
ployees of the Lankenau Hospital, Motherhouse and Lankenau School 
gathered in the chapel, when the candle service was again used, and short 
addresses in both English and German were made by the pastor. After- 
wards all gathered around the Christmas tree in the adjoining reom and 
united in singing Christmas songs, which last year many had sung with their 
loved ones across the sea; then with beaming faces all departed, their arms 
well filled with appropriate and useful gifts.

A wonderful success! Friday, Oc- 
tober 26, 1923, has gcne down in the 
history of our Motherhouse as much 
more than our first Donation Day, it 
was a grand Rally Day for our host of 
friends and a day of real encourage- 
ment to our Sisters and to our Board 
of Trustees. We knew, of course, that 
we have many friends, but never be- 
fore had an occasion to realize that 
their friendship is so genuine. The 
test cf friendship is loyalty and serv- 
ice, and our friends met that tesi 
with a smile and a whole-heartedness 
which seemed to say: “Why didn’t you 
ask us before? We really are happy 
to help you in your great work for the 
children.” 


Donations began to come in even be- 
fore the printed appeals were sent out. 
Sister Else, who for years has been in 
charge of the hospital and was the 
chairman of the Committee on Ar- 
rangements, received in this way e. g. 
over two hundred dollars in advance 
from the sale of leadpencils, sold by 
enthusiastic friends. Every day dur- 
ing the weeks preceding that day one 
could see her at certain hours stand- 
ing somewhere in the hospital or office 
with a heap of boxes or packages, ex- 
amining the contents and her face just 
beaming with surprise and delight. 
Friends living in the country sent 
hams and chickens for the cafeteria, 
and on tke last morning even cut 
flowers, either for sale or for decora- 
tions. Philadelphia stores also con- 
tributed liberally, and a number of 
churches in this city did much to make 
the day successful. Cash donations 
came by mail and were given person- 
ally and kept our treasurer, Mr. 
Teubner, sO busy that he was very 
grateful for the expert assistance of 
Mr. Fell, of the Lakenau Hospital. A 
few days before, Dr. Theodore Spris- 
sler had called at the hospital and 
then sent his check for $5000 for a free 
bed in honor of his sister, Mrs. Emily 
Landauer. How happy we were to 
have a second bed endowed in 1923, 
when none had been given since 1905! 
Our hospital now has five free heds. 
The names had been placed only that 
week on the beautiful new memorial 
tablet in the corridor of the hospital, 
Cash donations came from many 
sources. One check for a hundred dol- 
lars came that morning from an 


same time one for five dollars from a 
grateful mother in the same State, who 
wrote: “I am so sorry I cannot come 
perscnally to your donation day, so I 
am enclesing three dollars from -———., 
and two from his grandfather. We 
are so thankful for all you did for 
.’ No less pleased were we witi 
the contributions from Mrs. Beltz and 
Ler roommate, Miss Betty Maisch. The 
former gave fifty cents, the latter ten 
cents; in both cases really the widow’s 
mite, for it was all they had. When 
the pastor thanked them, their faces 
lit up with whole-souled joy. Their 
prayers had accompanied their gifts 
and surely God’s blessing rested upon 
them. Both of these friends were 
called to their heavenly home in De- 
cember, but we shall long remember 
their quiet influence in our Home for 
the Aged. 


A Reception Committee of Sisters di- 
rected the visitors to the second floor 
of the Motherhouse, where a sale of 
fancy and useful articles was Con- 
ducted by individual friends and by 
the Ladies’ Aid of the Lankenau Hos- 
pital, the Nurses’ Alumnae Associa- 
tion and by ladies of Zion’s Church. 
The large Lankenau Room had been 
turned into a miniature fairyland. The 
booths and tables laden with their 
treasures looked the mcre charming 
amid the profuse decorations of the 
room, from the high walls cf which 
the stately oil paintings showed Father 
Lankenau and his family looking down 
upon this novel scene of happy friends 
all eager to do something worth while 
for the work he had so nobly begun 
and maintained. The small adjoining 
room was like a garden, filled with 
artificial wreaths and flowers. The 
room on the east side of the chapel was 
filled chiefly with flowers, home-made 
candies. cakes and jellies, the large 
supplies of which were scld out long 
before the closing hour. The mere list 
of names of all the friends who ac- 
tively assisted in making the sale such 
a success, would be long and to most 
of our readers of little interest. Each 
one of them knows how grateful the 
Motherhouse, especially the com- 
mittee, is to them for their co-opera- 
tion. 

Refreshments were served in our 
spacious dining-room, where small, 
round tables had replaced those usual- 
ly there. These had been placed in

the hall and the alcove opposite the 
dining-room, arranged fer a regular 
cafeteria service. It was in charge of 
Miss Theresa Strickler, assisted by the 
Lankenau Schcol Alumnae Association, 
and was most successful. Imagine the 
surprise and joy of the treasurer when 
the proceeds turned in from _ the 
eafeteria and the various booths totai- 
led over $2600! Together with the 
cash received cn Donation Day, before 
and since—for still in December some 
gifts came—the income rose _ to 
$8795.68. By resolution of the Board 
this entire amount was turned into the 
building fund for the much needed 
sun parlor. 


“When will you build that sun par- 
ler?’ wes promptly asked. The chil- 
dren need it, our friends have so nobly 
backed us, and our Board of Trustees 
premptly replied: “We'll build it 
now!’ New plans were prepared at 
once and the contract was awarded 
to A. Raymond Raff, a large builder, 
who has been a friend of our Mother- 
house since the days of Mr. Lankenau. 
Ground was broken on Thursday, Jan- 
uary 17th, and if the weather is favor- 
able, our children may enjoy the sun 
parlor by Easter. It will cost, com- 
plete, but little less than $15,000. 
About $6000 will have to be borrowed, 
but we know our friends will stand by 
us, They have already urged us to 
have another Donation Day next fall. 
We shall need it not merely for the 
sun parlor building fund, but also for 
our current expenses which in 1923 
went $2225.44 beyond our income. 
Frankly, we all have taken new cour- 
age and accept this loyalty of our 
friends as a further evidence of God’s 
blessing upon our work. 


HOW CHRISTMAS WAS

A few days before Christmas the en- 
tire hospital is held in a grip of ex- 
pectation. For weeks plans have been 
made, and now this and that little de- 
tail is carefully carried out. On Fri- 
dey before Christmas the celebration 
was arranged for the patients. This 
consisted of short addresses in the 
wards, the singing of Christmas carols 
everywhere through the hospital and 
the = distributing’ > of -2itts. =tow the 
paticnts. Pestors .frem different 


churches in the city made the ad- 
dresses and told again the old, old 
Christmas message filled with cheer, 
hcpe, truth, faith and peace on earth, 
gocd will to men. 

At this time, if at no other, many 
who have not prayed for weeks, per- 
haps for months long past, now turn 
again to their God and thank Him for 
the gocdness He has bestowed upon 
them. The Christmas carols, too, fill 
them with such joy that even the weak 
and distressed ones try to rally and 
help send forth the true spirit to the 
outer world. The Ladies’ Auxiliary of 
the hospital gives each patient a gift 
which is greatly.appreciated, for many 
of our patients hardly know what 
it is to receive a gift. The private pa- 
tients reccive boxes of cookies, and 
how bright and cheerful these boxes 
look with their adornment of holly 
and bright-hued parrots. 


Besides the wonderful and profuse 
decoraticns in the corridors and of- 
fices, every flcor has several Christ- 
mas trees variously trimmed, and each 
one trying to out-do the other in 
splendor and brilliance. At the win- 
dows are bright holly wreaths and 
garlands of evergreen. All in all the 
entire hospital throws out an at- 
mosphere cf Christmas and envelops 
all in its grasp until we come to be- 
lieve that this place is a huge home 
with many happy children resting 
there, rather than a place for the sick. 


In the Dispensary we had a scene 
which was pathetic, yet it was filled 
with cheer; for many, even though 
they be poor have the same Christmas 
spirit. Here the aged, the lame, those 
almost blind and some who have been 
invalids for years, all gathered on the 
Saturday afternoon before Christmas 
and with the children were again chil- 
dren themselves. They were eager, 
curious and expectant for that great 
surprise that was to come. Most of 
these persons are too poor even to buy 
enough food for a Christmas dinner. 
They were mostly all dispensary pa- 
tients, invited there by the Social 
Service Department and had gifts pro- 
vided for them by interested friends of 
the hespital. The pastor of the 
Motherhouse conducted the service, 
after which everyone joined in singing 
the Christmas carols so dear to all of 
us. After the service a lunch was 
served to the guests, hot chocolate, 
sandwiches and cookies. Then °~21me 


the great surprise. Each one present 
received a gift. The little girls re- 
ceived dolls, the boys some kind of 
toy, the older folks something of 
wearing apparel, and where the need 
was especially great also an envelope 
with some money in it for their 
Christmas dinner.

There are sO many sick and 
distressed ones at all times of the 
year, but at Christmas they need our 
help and cheer most of all.

This was an occasion of real 
laughter and innocent fun, very much 
appreciated by young and old. 

On December 12th an illustrated lec- 
ture on Japan was presented by Miss 
Mabel Glock, one of our teachers, who 
is the leader of the Young’ Women’s 
Missionary Society of the school.

taken such an interest in the diacon- 
ate, was the recipient of hearty con- 
gratulaticns from all the Sisters. The 
Motherhouse, and each phase cf our 
work was represented by a Sister, who 
brought greetings from her depart- 
ment. everal of these Sisters read 
very appropriate poems. 

The servant girls of the Lankenau 
Hospital, Lankenau School and the 
Motherhouse, entertained us with 
scngs and recitations. Misses Jean 
Stadler and Florence Weber, cf the 
Lankenau Schcol, rendered piano solos. 

On this occasion a reception was 
also given the new candidates. Sister 
Emma Tappert, who had arranged the 
program, presented each one of them 
with a booklet containing a picture of 
their class. 

After refreshments had been served, 
we joined in singing “God be with you 
till we meet again,” and _ thereby 
brought this most enjoyable evening 
to an appropriate close. 


SOME INTERESTING FIGURES - 


On, January 1, 1924, our Motherhouse 
had 69 Deaconesses and 18 probation- 
ers, a total of 87 Sisters, cf whom 82 
are in active service. Of these, 34 are 
at the Motherhouse with its Home for 
the Aged, the Children’s Hospital and 
Lankenau School for Girls, and 41 in 
various other stations, the most im- 
portant cf which is the Lankenau Hos- 
pital with 27 Sisters in nursing and 
in administrative department; 7 Sis- 
ters are in parish work. In this year’s 
training class for the diaconate, we 
have 8 young women, including one 
from the Virgin Islands. Then we 
have 2 in our course for Christian 
workers and 2 in the kindergarten 
course. 

Large as our Sisterhood may seem, 
we really could place almost 60 trained 
Sisters more in fields now served and 
in new work open to us. What a call 
to service! What an opportunity and 
responsibility! Should not the young 
women of our Church, many of whom 
are remaining single by choice and 
doing good work in various positions, 
consider most seriously the great 
needs of the Church and offer them- 
selves for this ministry of mercy? 

In our Home for the Aged we had 
48 persons, 2 having been called to 
their eternal rest shortly before Christ- 
mas. The vacancies are now filled, 


bringing the number up again to 50, 
the capacity cf our Home. Of these 
there are 4 aged couples and 9 men 
and 33 women. - Only 9 cf these per- 
sons are below 70 years ol age, while 
14 are above 80. 


Our Children’s Hospital admitted 
1182 patients during 192%. Since its 
opening, 34 years ago, a grand total of 
23,673. There remained on December 
3lst 28 patients, exactly the same num- 
ber carried over from the previous 
year. 1184 patients were discharged 
and 29 died, not quite 2% per cent., a 
remarkably low record in view of the 
fact that many children are brought 
almost in a dying condition, and that 
51 were accident cases. 883 operations 
were performed. In the dispensary 
2561 children called 19,882 times for 
treatment. Our sincere thanks to our 
faithful physicians and surgeons! 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 
During the Christmas holidays the 
number of hospital patients is usually 
somewhat reduced. This enabled sev- 
eral of our Sisters to take a few days 
off, spending thcm either at the 
Mctherhouse or with their families at 
home. Naturally our class did not 
meet during Christmas week, giving 
our candidates a most welcome rest. 


On Friday, December 28th, the Sis- 
ters were entertained by cur president 
and his wife, Mr. and Mrs. Wm. P. M. 
Braun, at their beautiful home in Ger- 
mantown. After a delightful dinner 
the guests wandered about the spa- 
cious rooms admiring the display of 
Christmas gifts, manifestations of the 
Icve and gratitude of many who have 
Leen befriended by our hcnored host 
and hostess; enjoying fine arts, exam- 
ining volumes of etchings by foreign 
artists; hearing strains of sweet music 
rising from the music room below and 
et last gathering around the beautiful 
green Christmas tree, brilliant with 
many white lights and sparkling with 
Silver snow. 


We had exactly ten different Christ- 
mas services at our Motherhouse, the 
Lankenau Hospital and the School, 
keeping the pastcr very busy. We are 


therefore especially grateful to Prof. 


Offermann. of the Mt. Airy Seminary, 
for preaching at our service on Chiist- 
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mas Day and for conducting the Com- 
munion service on New Year’s Eve. 


On December 24, the day , before 
Christmas, we laid to rest the mortal 
remains of Mrs. Belz, whom the Lord 
called hcme on the 22d, after years of 
severe suffering. She had entered our 
Home fcr the Aged cn March 25, 1920, 
brought here by St. Michael’s German 
Lutheran Church, of this city, whose 
members provided for the necessary 
funds. Mrs. Belz was an example to 
all of us in her child-like trust and 
joy in God, in her patience and grati- 
tude in the midst of almost constant 
pain, in her humble and simple char- 
actcr, and in her thorough knowledge 
of the Bible and of her hymn book. 
Sne was bern <lmost ninety years ago 
on Nordstrand, a small island of the 
No: th Sea, and was a cousin and play- 
mate of Dr. Nemmensen. one cf the 
m st remarkable missionaries of the 
past ecntury. It was a privilege to 
know ker and to minister to her. 


Sister Marie Berntsen who for some 
time has been at Ebenezer, that won- 
dcrful sanatorium and colony of mercy 
funded by Rev. J. Madsen, near 
Bruch, Col-rado, has now recovered 
her strength sufficiently to do some 
light office werk for a few hours a 
day.

Sister Ragna Knudsen, of the Ebe- 
nezer Motherhouse, is with us for ad- 
ditional experience in nursing before 
returning to Brush, where she is to 
assume charge of the hospital. We 
are happy to have her with us for her. 
own sake, but also because this gives 
us the opportunity to show in some 
measure our gratitude to Ebenezer for 
all the kindness shown to our Sister 
Marie Berntsen.

home for a time because of the illness 
of her mother, who was operated on 
at the Lankenau Hospital just before 
Christmas. Likewise our Sister Ella 
Koch, of Kitchener, Ontario, has found 
it necessary to remain at home on 
leave of absence for the present. God 
grant that in both families conditions 
will soon permit these Sisters to re- 
sume their work among us. On Jan- 
uary llth Sister Maud Behrman, of 
Ridgefield Park, N. J., was unexpected- 
ly called home, her father having been 
stricken with pneumonia for the third 
time. By God’s grace he is recovering. 
May Ged fully restore him for many 
more years of service.

Morehead, at Ventnor, last winter, 
know by expericnce the great benefit 
of such a break in the winter’s work.

Our employed girls have been for the 
past two years coming together as the 
“Mary and Martha Society,” meeting 
Monday evenings under the leadership 
of Sister Emma Tappert. These young 
women appreciate such informal gath- 
erings where each one is busy with 
her needléwork even while joining in 
the songs-and listening to stories and 
recitations by Sister Emma and by 
members of their own group.

Minneapolis, Minn., and Sister Edith 
Prince, a native of the Virgin Islands, 
sent to us by the West Indies Board, 
and who after completing her prac- 
tical training will work with Sister 
Emma Francis among the Lutherans 
of her own race in New York City. 

The service was held in the room 
adjoining the chapel, which was deco- 
rated with palms and magnolias. Not- 
withstanding the informal nature 
the service, many relatives and friends 
had gathered with us to rejcice with 
these young women as they placed 


themselves with all their time and 
talents entirely in the Master’s 
service.

OUR FORTIETH ANNIVERSAY 
JUNE 19th 


On Thursday, June 19th, the Phila- 
delphia Motherhouse will observe, 
God willing, the 40th anniversary of 
the arrival of the group of seven 
Sisters with whom the deaconess work 
in Philadelphia was begun. They 
came from Iserlohn, Westphalia, at 
the repeated and most urgent request 
of the Board of the German Hospital, 
under the leadership of its President, 
Mr. Jchn D. Lankenau, whose name 
the hospital now bears, and arrived in 
this city on June 19, 1884. Of that 
group two are still with us, Sister 
Magdalene von Bracht and _ Sister 
Marianne Kraetzer, who have been 
permitted by God to spend so far fifty 
years in the ministry of mercy and to 
behold a remarkable development of 
the werk and the diaconate during 
these four decades. 

This anniversary day is to be fit- 
tingly observed on Thursday, June 
T9tu. 

At ten-thirty (daylight saving time) 
a German service will be held. Rev. 
F. O. Evers, of Zion’s Lutheran Church, 
will preach the sermcn. 

At the English service at 3.30, 
officials of the church will speak. The 
Rev. H. A. Weller, D.D., of Philadel- 
phia, President of the Ministerium of 
Pennsylvania, and the Rev. L. M. Zim- 
merman, D.D., of Baltimore, President 
of the B-ard cf Deaconess Work of the 
United Lutheran Church, will speak; 
the President of the United Lutheran 
Church, the Rey. F..H. Knubel,. D.D., 
LL.D., of New York, will make the 
principal address. 


FATHER LANKENAU’S BIRTHDAY 


On March 18th, at four  o’clock, 
friends gathered with the Sisters and 
Motherhouse congregation at a special 
service to celebrate Father Lanke- 
nau’s birthday. The speakers for the 
occasion were the Reverend G. W. 
Sandt, D.D., and Herr Inspektor Trit- 
tlevitz. Dr. Sandt dwelt on God’s rich 
blessing which crowned the life of 
Father Lankenau and spoke of him 
and the first Sisters as of builders 
who built better than they knew. 
Herr Inspektor, who had made our 
Motherhouse his headquarters’ while 
in this country in the interests of the 
celebrated colony of Mercy near Biele- 
feld, Westphalia, expressed his grati-

IN MEMORY OF DR. BERKEMEIER 


On February 5th, the Rev. G. G. 
Berkemeier, D.D., the last member of 
our Board who still labored together 
with the founder of the Motherhouse, 
Mr. John D. Lankenau, passed away 
after prolonged illness. Elected to 
the Board in 1894, he was clocely 
identified with the affairs of the Moth- 
erhouse. His strong faith and wide 
expericnce made his counsels most 
valuable and his great enthusiasm. 
governed by an unusual measure of 
sound judgment and administrative 
ability, helped the Board successfully 
to solve many a difficulty. Though 
extremely busy as Director of the 
well-known Wartburg Orphans’ Hom? 
near New York, which under his ad- 
ministration, assisted by his most 
capable and devoted wife, who sur- 
vives him, developed into the largest 
and best managed Orphans’ Home of 
any dencmination in this eountry, he 
was faithful in attending the meet- 
ings of our Board until his health al- 
most ccmpletely broke down aq _ few 
years ago. Unwilling to have him 
sever his connection, the Board then 
elected him an honorary member. At 
the funeral service, conducted in the 
beautiful chapel of the Wartburg, on 
Sunday, February 10, our Motherhouse 
was represented by a number of Sis- 
ters, by Mr. Peter Woll, Jr., and by 
the pastor. Our Motherhouse has lost 
a staunch friend, hundreds of orphans 
a sympathetic father, the church one 
of her great leaders, and Mrs. Berke- 
meier a husband who was also her 
inspiration in a wonderful life-work. 
May the Heavenly Father comfort and 
guide her and all who with her mourn 
this: loss:

He has already won the confidence 
of all who have met or heard him.

THE SUN PARLOR 


Work on the Sun Parlor of our 
Children’s Hospital wes begun in Feb- 
ruary and made very satisfactory 
progress, justifying our hope to oc- 
cupy it by Easter. Then, however, 
unforeseen circumstances held back 
the work for about a week and later 
the critical condition of one of our 
patients whose life was further en- 
dangered by the hammering of the 
workmen, prompted the orders to step 
the work entirely. It was not re- 
sumed until the Tuesday after Easter, 
the boy having succumbed the day be- 
fore to the effects of his injuries. Our 
hearts go out to the parents who 
spared no efforts nor expense to save 
the life of their youngest son. 


A change was made in the base- 
ment, co that we will now have a 
large room fitted up for ‘‘Alpine Ray” 
treatment of rickets and other dis- 
orders in children and even of cer- 
tain types of surgical cases. This 
treatment, given in Europe with high- 
ly gratifying results, is comparatively 
new in this country.’ Dr. Fife, of ovr 
Medical Staff, is esp:cially anxious to 
have such apparatus installed. We are 
very fortunate to:have with us at th> 
Children’s Hospital Sister Margaret 


Weis, of Berlin, who has specialized 
for years in giving such treatments. 
Another great improvement is being 
added, which was not included in the 
original plan. The gravel walk of the 


inner ccurt is being paved with 
cement. This will make it possible to 
wheel chairs and streachers down 


from the Sun Parlor to the inner court 
and to the X-ray department of the 
Lankenau Hospital even in wet 
weather, besides providing in fair 
weather an ideal and safe place for 
taking little patients unable to leave 
their beds. The increased expense of 
about $2500 will add so much to the 
comfort and pleasure of our sick chil- 
dren that our friends, when they for 
themselves see this improvement, 
will gladly help to cover this addi- 
tional cost. 


Unless further unforeseen delays 
cecur. the entire work should be com- 
pleted by Decoration Day. 


AN IMPRESSIVE GRADUATION 


The graduating exercises of the 
Lankenau Hospital Training School 
for Nurses was held in the auditorium 
of the Lankenau School for Girls, on 
April 22nd. Those who assembled cn 
this occasion could not fail but be im- 
pressed by the dignity and beauty of 
the service. 


To the song of “Onward Christian 
Soldiers,” the procession, led by stu- 
dent nurses, marched into the audi- 
torium. The students, separating as 
they advanced, formed two solid lines 
the Staff and the graduates passed. 


Prayer was offered by Dr. G. W. 
Sandt, after which a most inspiring 
address was read by Dr. Norris Vaux. 
Anyone with the love for service 
could not help but be thrilled by the 
emotions that Dr. Vaux’s well chosen 
words stimulated. He presented so 
beautifully the opportunities and 
duties of the graduate nurse and 
pointed them finally to the great phy- 
sician who came not to be ministered 
unto but to minister.

“I solemnly pledge myself before 
God and in the presence of this as- 
sembly, to pass my life in purity and 
to practice my profession faithfully. 
I will abstain from whatever is del- 
eterious and mischievous, and will not 
take or knowingly administer any 
harmful drug. I will do all in my 
power to elevate the standard of my 
profession, and will hold in confidence 
all personal matters committed to my 
keeping, and all family affairs coming 
to my knowledge in the practice of my 
calling. With loyalty will I endeavor 
to aid the physician in his work and 
devote myself to the welfare of those 
committed to my care.” 


The benediction was said by the 
Rev. Adolph Hellwege. 

To the music of an orchestra, the 
graduates smiling and hopeful, 
marched from the auditorium. 

A reception was given, directly after 
the services, in the Lankenau Hos- 
pital.

AN IMPORTANT ANNIVERSARY 


Just forty years ago, on June roth, 1884, seven pioneers came down the 
gangway of the steamer “‘Pennland” to the dock in Hoboken, N. J., and 
were warmly welcomed by Mr. John D. Lankenau and Colonel Muckle, 


President and Vice-President of the German Hospital in Philadelphia. “Those 
pioneers attracted every one’s attention, for they wore the garb of Lutheran

deaconesses. They themselves were quite conscious of their mission to this 
country. On departing from their beloved field of labors in Iserlohn, West- 
phalia, their spiritual guide, Pastor Groscurth, the leading pastor of the city, 
had impressed them with the fact that in the providence of God they would 
be the means of transplanting the deaconess work to America, though called 
at the time merely to take charge of the German Hospital, which now bears 
the name of its benefactor, Lankenau. ‘This day, of such importance to the 
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deaconess work in general and to the Philadelphia Motherhouse in particular, 
was duly commemorated on the exact date, Thursday, July 19th, 1924, the 
more so as two of this original group, Sister Magdalene von Bracht and Sister 
Marianne Kraetzer, are still with us in active service. 

The anniversary service was held at ten-thirty in the mother-tongue of 
these first deaconesses, since then joined by a noble band of others from the 
Fatherland and others who are native-born Americans. Very fittingly the 
Rey. F. O. Evers, pastor of the old yet ever vigorous Zion’s Lutheran Church 
of Philadelphia, ie mother- -congregation of the Pennsylvania Ministerium, 
preached the sermon on Matthew xi, 28-30, showing in his masterful style 
the greatness of Jesus, who now orks through human agencies when He 
brings His Kingdom to men. Such was His purpose when He led these 
deaconesses across the waters to our land for the purpose of establishing 
within the Church a thoroughly organized and trained ministry of mercy. 

A number of friends remained over the dinner at noon for the after- 
noon service at three-thirty, conducted in the English language. Again, as 
in the morning, the Sisters’ choir added much to the spirit of grateful devotion. 
The pastor of the Motherhouse was in charge and introduced the speakers, 
three officials of the Church, the Rev. F. H. Knubel, D.D., LL.D., President 
of the United Lutheran Church; the Rev. H. A. Weller, D.D., President of 
the Pennsylvania Ministerium, and the Rev. L. M. Zimmerman, D.D., of 
Baltimore, President of the Board of Deaconess Work of the United Lutheran 
Church. ‘The first speaker, Dr. Weller, brought the greetings of the Minis- 
terium and, after referring to the deep interest which this body expressed 
in the deaconess work by its resolutions adopted shortly after the diaconate 
was introduced, he expressed his joy in the fact that this relationship has 
found ever better expression as time went by, so that now the President of 
the Ministerium takes part officially in the consecration of the Sisters of the 
Philadelphia Motherhouse. Dr. Zimmerman congratulated the Motherhouse 
to such a successful development of its work, to the spirit in which it is 
conducted and to the cordiality which has always marked its relations to the 
Baltimore Motherhouse. Dr. Knubel, who delivered the chief address of 
the occasion, in his clear and forceful manner spoke of woman’s undaunted 
faith and unrestricted sacrifice for the advancement of man’s interests and 
ideals, of which faith and spirit of sacrifice these deaconesses are a striking 
example. ‘Through all these addresses sounded the keynote of the day— 
gratitude to God with new inspiration and consecration. 

_ For the exercises in the evening the large auditorium of our Lankenau 
S¢hool for Girls had been turned into a beautifully decorated hall with room 
for about three hundred guests. Refreshments were served at six-thirty. Mr. 
Louis W. Steeble, a member of the Motherhouse Board and one of the leading 
laymen of the Church, then took charge of the quite informal program. 
Interspersed with songs rendered by Mrs. Eckhardt and Rev. Saul, whose 
- contributions were greatly appreciated, quite a number of guests fece brief 
speeches, every one dwelling upon some special phase of work rendered by 
deaconesses of this Motherhouse or in which they are co-operating. ‘The 
first to respond was the President of the Lankenau Hospital, Mr. Horace 
E. Smith, who paid a high tribute to the Sisters for the unique atmosphere 
which so favorably distinguishes the Lankenau Hospital; yet he also forcefully 
expressed the great need of more Sisters. He was followed by the Rev. 
Charles E. Hay, D.D., pastor of the Baltimore Motherhouse; the Rev. G. 
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H. Bechtold, Executive Secretary of the Ministerium’s Inner Mission Board 
and of the Inner Mission Bureau; the Rev. C. O. Pedersen, pastor of the 
Norwegian Motherhouse in Brooklyn; the Rev. Dr. J. F. Ohl, the pastor of 
the Milwaukee Motherhouse for the first five years after its organization by 
Dr. Passavant in 1893, and now for many years Superintendent of the 
Ministerium’s City Mission. Mrs. W. P. M. Braun, Deaconess Secretary 
of the Women’s Missionary Society of the United Lutheran Church, spoke, 
and likewise Mrs. E. C. Cronk, the well-known writer and speaker of the 
U. L. C., whose words gave new courage and determination. The pastor 
of the Motherhouse thereupon read a number of telegrams and letters from 
distant Motherhouses and Sisters, also an official communication from the 
New York Ministerium, just then in annual session in Kingston, N. Y., and 
sent to the Motherhouse by the secretary upon instructions from that body. 
Mrs. F. H. Bosch, wife of the President of that synod, brought special con- 
gratulations from the Women’s League of Wagner College, of which institu- 
tion the pastor is an alumnus. In his closing remarks the pastor, Dr. E. F. 
Bachmann, summed up the impressions of the day and called upon Sisters 
and pastors and other friends for ever greater efforts in this decade leading 
up to the golden jubilee, so that ten years hence the Church may be far better 
supplied with deaconesses than she is today for her congregational and 
educational, her institutional and charitable work. The total number of 
Sisters, including three temporarily connected with this Motherhouse, has 
now reached 95. What a spiritual force an additional hundred Sisters 
throughout this part of the Church would be! And, what a blessing this 
life of Christian service would be for this additional one hundred women! 
The great need for more Sisters found expression in the closing prayer, 
together with the gratitude for all the blessings of this memorable day. ‘The 
doxology, in which all united, brought the day to a fitting close. T’o God 
alone be glory!

within the Lutheran Church in this 
country, is the Lutheran Motherhouse 
Conference. Prof. Adolph Spaeth and 
Pastor Carl Goedel, both since gone to 
their reward, deserve our lasting gra- 
titude for having started this work. 
The first conference was held in 
Philadelphia from September 16-18. 
1896, by representatives from the 
Motherhouses in Omaha, Milwaukee, 
Baltimore and Philadelphia. Minneap- 
Olis had accepted the invitation, but 
at the last moment found it impossible 
to send a representative. The object 
of this conference has remained un- 
changed—“The discussion of the prin- 
ciples and work of the Female Diacon- 
ate,” likewise the character is still 
the same—‘‘not a legislative, but a 
purely deliberative and advisory 


The Milwaukee Motherhouse cele- 
brating the 75th anniversary of the 
arrival of the first Deaconesses brought 
by Pastor Fleidner to the hospital just 
founded by the Rev. Dr. Passavant 
in Pittsburgh, most warmly welcomed 
the representatives of the various 
Motherhouses, as they arrived on the 
afternoon and evening of Tuesday, 
May 20th. Sister Julia Mergner, our 
Directing Sister, with Sister Grace 
Lauer, our Training Sister, and Sister 
Edith Bube, Assistant Superintendent 
of the Nurses’ Training School, accom- 
panied Pastor Bachman. They reached 
Chicago on Tuesday morning and most 
profitably spent the few spare hours 
at their disposal by visiting the Augus- 
tana Hospital, where the Superinten- 
dent, Mr. Erickson, showed them every 
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attention and arranged also for a brief 
interview with Dr. Ochsner, one of the 
most celebrated American surgeons, 
and a personal friend of our equally 
celebrated Dr. John B. Deaver. The 
trip from Chicago to Milwaukee was 
made in company with quite a number 
of other delegates to the conference, 
and with Sister Louise Golder, of the 
German Methodist Motherhouse in 
Cincinnati, who had been invited as 
the guest of the conference. The pas- 
tors and Sisters of the Milwaukee 
Motherhouse had left nothing undone 
to make the delegates feel thoroughly 
at home. In fact, to those who have 
had the privilege of attending the 
meetings regularly, these corferences 
are very much like a family rcunion. 
All differences of synodica: relation- 
ship are forgotten in consulting one 
another in the interests of the fe- 
male diaconate, the life-.vork of prac- 
tically every delegate. Such a feeling 
of fellowship is not excelled in any 
other conference of Christian work- 
ers. 

At the opening service, the pastor 
of the Motherhouse, Rev. A. Gruhn, 
most heartily welcomed the confer- 
ence, whereupon the president, Pastor 
Bachmann, responded. Then the Rev. 
Herman L. Fritschel, D. D., for many 
years pastor of the Motherhous® and 
now president of the Institution of 
Protestant Deaconesses, showed a 
large number of fine and carefully 
selected lantern slides, reviewing the 
development of the work from the 
humble beginnings in Pittsburgh to 
the stately Motherhouses and their in- 
stitutions throughout the Church to- 
day. It was a most interesting presen- 
tation. 

The next two days were devoted to 
the presentation and discussion ot 
papers dealing with the training of 
the Sisters and the cultivation of the 
true deaconess spirit. Most of these 
papers will be published in the pro- 
ceedings of the conference, expected 
about October first. Upon request a 
copy will be sent to interested per- 
sons. For this reason this prelimi- 
nary report may be brief. 

Two items should, however, be 
gratefully acknowledged besides the 
hearty hospitality enjoyed—the new 
inspiration which went forth from 
the conference and the evident bless- 
ing of God which rested upon it and 
gained new friends for the diaconate. 
Though there is naturally much work 
connected with entertaining the dele- 


gates and visitors, every Motherhouse 
is anxious to have the conference. Of 
the two invitations extended for 1926, 
the conference through its officers will 
probably accept that of the Balti- 
more Motherhouse.

SIX SISTERS CONSECRATED 


A consecration service was held in 
the chapel at 3.30 on the afternoon of 
Pentecost, the day when all honest be- 
lievers of Christ are filled with His 
Holy Spirit, as were the disciples on 
that great day when He as tongues

of fire settled upon the assembly of 
believers, kindling in their hearts ir- 
resistible zeal for Christ’s cause. The 
congregaticn assembled for the con- 
secration of six young women as dea- 
conesses of the United Lutheran 
Church in America. During the play- 
ing of the prelude the Sisters of our 
Motherhouse with visiting Sisters from 
Baltimore and Motherhouses in 
Europe entered the chapel in proces- 
sion, in order of their classes, led by 
the oldest Sisters. Those to be set 
apart, followed by the three pastors 
taking part in the service, came in 
last and took their places in front of 
the congregation. 

The Vesper Service was used with a 
sermon by our own pastor on the text: 
“And into whatsoever city ye enter, 
and they receive you, eat such things 
as are set before you, and heal the 
sick that are therein, and say unto 
them, the Kingdom of God is come 
nigh unto you” (Luke 10:8, 9) com- 
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mending the Sisters to faithfuiness in 
service and love and absolute trust in 
God. 

After the sermon the six Sisters to 
be consecrated stood before the altar 
with the three pastors, Dr. E. F. Bach- 
mann of our own Motherhouse, Dr. 
Charles E. Hay, of the Baltimore 
Motherhouse, the Executive Secretary 
of the Deaconess’ Board of the U. L. 
C., and Dr. H. A. Weller, president of 
the Ministerium of Pennsylvania. 

In response to the question, “Are 
you ready to take upon you 
this ministry of merey and faith- 
fully do the work of an Evangelical 
Lutheran Deaconess, and will you 
adorn your office by a holy life and 
godly conversation and willingly obey 
all rightful authority?” each Sister in 
turn answered “Yes, I will, with my 
whole heart, the Lord helping me by 
the power and grace of His Holy 
Spirit.” Then while the Sisters knelt 
each of the three pastors placed 
his right hand upon the head of each 
Sister while Pastor Bachmann. pro- 
nounced the following words of conse- 
cration: 

“As ministers of the Church and by 
its authority we do now set thee 
apart as a deaconess of the Evangel- 
ical Lutheran Church in the name of 
the Father and of the Son and of the 
Holy Ghost, Amen.” For each Sister 
he added a special verse from the 
Bible. At the most solemn moment of 
silence when the last of the Sisters 
had been consecrated, a trio of the 
Sisters’ choir sang: “Jesus, I live to 
Thee, Jesus, I die to Thee, Jesus, 
Thine am I in life, in death, fore’er.” 
As the Sisters arose, the pastor admit- 
ted them into the full fellowship of 
our Philadelphia Motherhouse and 
closed the service in the usual order. 

Each of the Sisters had been in the 
work for about five years or more and 
had now by her own free choice de- 
cided to devote her life to His min- 
istry of mercy. They came to the 
Motherhouse from three. different 
States and four different Synods: Sis- 
ter Bertha Scharmer from Meriden, 
Conn., the New York Ministerium; 
Sister Ida Ahlberg from Middletown, 
Conn., the Augustana Synod; Sister 
Clara Knoob from Brooklyn, the New 
York and New England Synod; Sister 
Helen Kuhn from Philadelphia, Sister 
Anna Cressman from Allentown, and 
Sister Emma Tobias from Reading, 
came from the Ministerium of Penn- 
sylvania. 
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MY CONSECRATION 


The thought of consecration often 
eame to my mind as the years of 
training passed on. Thinking of the 
importance of the step I tried to pic- 
ture just what it would mean. 

When finally I was told, “If you are 
ready to consecrate yourself to this 
work, the Motherhouse is ready to ac- 
eept you,” I wonder if you can imagire 
my feeling when it came to decide thar 
question?

! secration: A week spent in mediation,

superiors. Little did I understand 
what this time could and did mean. 

How many questions were answered 
and doubts dispelled for us. New 
points of view were opened and the 
- way cleared so we could look at things 
’ from other angles. 

Taken out of our work, relieved 
from all responsibility, I was able as 
never before to appreciate the benefit 
of a daily devotional meditation. I feel 
this is one source of strength which 
I must not neglect, no matter how 
busy I may think I am. 

Our studies were fitttingly begun 
with Sister Grace, who discussed with 
us the gospel of St. John. Impressing 
us not only with the divinity of Christ 
but even more with the wonderful evi- 
dences of His love, spurring us on in 
greater efforts to be more worthy of 
- that love. 

Pastor Bachmann came to us with 
the First Epistle of St. Peter as the 
basis of his discourses. How many 
an opening there was for practical 
questions, and when answered not 
- only from a personal point of view, but 
more so in the light of Scripture, 
proved very interesting and helpful, I 
could not help but feel that here was 
- something I could turn to later when 
questions and doubts would arise. 

Sister Julia held up to us the high- 
est ideals of our calling, urging us al- 
ways to keep them not only in mind, 
but to carry them out in our practical 
every-day life and especially to watch 
the little things in which we so often 
slip by the ideal. Not only did she 
walk with us the broad highways of 
our calling, but also led us through 
the narrow byways of trials and sor-

row. When we came to a particularly 
rocky spot which apparently was hard 
to travel, she guided us ta the One 
who will give us strength and make 
the burdens lighter. 


So in various ways there developed 
within us a deeper sense of our re- 
sponsibility to our chureh in which 
we work, the organization which we 
represent, and most of all the God 
whom we serve. 


And as the time of consecration 
drew near, the consideration as to my 
fitness was lost in the joy I felt that 
I was called to such a blessed service. 
I trusted that the God who had cailed 
me “would make me perfect, 
strengthen and settle me.” ean 


THE DIAMOND JUBILEE 
IN PITTSBURGH 


Thursday, July 17th, could not be 
passed unobserved by the Passavant 
in Pittsburgh. That day 
should have been observed by every 
Lutheran Motherhouse, yes, by the en- 
tire Lutheran Church in this country, 
for it was the 75th anniversary of an 
event which marks the beginning of a 
new era in the Church’s works of 
charity. On July 17, 1849, a Sunday, 
the Pittsburgh Infirmary, was dedi- 
cated, the first distinctly Protestant 
hospital in this country. It was found- 
ed by the pioneer leader in mission- 
ary and charitable works in the Luth- 
eran Church, the Rev. William A. 
Passavant, D. D., at that time the pas- 
tor of the First Lutheran Church, 
Pittsburgh. The second great sig- 
nificance of this occasion lies in the 
fact that Pastor Theodore Fliedner 
had brought four of his Deaconesses 
over from Kaiserswerth to _ take 
charge of this hospital, and these 
first deaconesses in America were now 
inducted into their first field of labor 
in this great Western land. He had 
arrived with them in New York on 
July 5, and in a four days’ journey by 
rail from Philadelphia to Harrisburg 
and from there by canal boat had 
reached Pittsburgh on the 14th. The 
following Sunday he delivered the 


’ chief address at the dedication of this 


new hospital, now bearing the name 
of its founder, and doing a greater 
work than ever before among the con- 
gested population of its neighborhood. 


The jubilee service, held on the 
evening of July 17th, was in charge 


of the Rev. Charles P. MacLaughlin, 
D. D., the president of the Hospital 
Board, and the present pastor of First 
Lutheran Church. The first address 
was delivered by the pastor of the 
Philadelphia Motherhouse, the Rev. E. 
F. Bachman, D. D., who as the only 
“outsider” on the program, spoke for 
the hospital interests so wonderfuliy 
advanced since 1849, and for the Con- 
ference of Lutheran Motherhouses of 
which the Institution of Protestant 
Deaconesses, founded at that time by 
Dr. Passavant, is the senior member. 
The answer to the question naturally 
raised on this occasion: ‘‘What was 
it that made Passavant and Fliedner 
and their faithful helpers such suc- 
cessful leaders?” he illustrated by his- 
torical references the three fundamen- 
tal elements—a clear grasp of the 
needs of their day, a genuine sym- 
pathy with their suffering fellowmen, 
and the complete personal consecra- 
tion to their task. To be their worthy 
successors, we must likewise place 
our head and heart and hand at the 
disposal of the Master. The Rev. Her- 
man L. Fritschel, D. D., president 
of the Instituticn of Protestant Dea- 
conesses and for many years until re- 
cently rector of its Motherhouse in 
Milwaukee, gave a most interesting 
historical review and Dr. Harry C. 
Westervelt, a leader in physiotherapy 
and one of the oldest and most ac- 
tive members of the staff, held the au- 
dience for over half an hour by his 
humorous description of ccnditions in 
Pittsburgh seventy-five years ago, 
when the city had only twenty-one 
doctcrs and two dentists; then he 
cleverly led up to a strong appeal for 
funds for a much-needed new dispen- 
sary and a new nurses’ home. The 
audience jcined in songs of praise and 
prayer. Music was furnished by a 
Soprano scloist and the Calvary Com- 
munity Band. 

It was indeed a privilege to speak 
at such an important occasion. The 
inspection of the buildings and 


grounds, under the guidance of Dr. 
Fritschel, was most interesting and 
helped to increase even more than 


ever the deep appreciation of Dr. Pas- 
savant and his faithful Sisters. It is 
an interesting fact that Sister Eliza- 
beth Hupperts, the leader of those 
four Sisters, remained in the work, 
though the other three left in the 
course of time, and that Sister Louise 
Martens, a member of First Church, 
Pittsburgh, and .the first American 
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young woman to become a deaconess, 
likewise remained faithful to the end. 
May God crown with His richest bless- 
ings the Passavant Hospital and all 
connected with the Institution of Prot- 
estant Deaconesses and grant them a 
still greater development to the glory 
of His name! 


OUR SCHOOL 


Commencement Day, June _ 18th, 
brought to a happy close one of the 
best years in the history of our 
Lankenau School for Girls. The gradu- 
ating class was the largest we have 
kad so far—fourteen young women, 
prepared to enter college or to face 
directly some of the big problems cf 
life. They came from five different 
States and represented at least five 
different denominations. Especially 
gratifying was the fact that the stand- 
ing of more than half of the class was 
95 or better in elements which enter 
into character building, while all the 
rest were not far from that mark. 
From our Intermediate Department 
sixteen graduated and will enter High 
School in the fall. The motto of our 
school is, “The-Fear of the Lord is 
the Beginning of Wisdom” (Ps. 3:10), 
and our aim, “To train young girls to 
become truly cultured women, well 
grounded in the Christian faith and 
prepared for the practical duties of 
life.’ True culture depends on gcod 
morals, and these on a clear concep- 
tion and deep conviction of the indi- 
vidual’s duty to God and to fellow- 
man. Religion is not merely taught 
in all the classes, but pervades the 
spirit and life of the school, a religion 
not of the law, but of the glad gospel 
of Christ through whom we become 
the happy children of God. 

The large auditorium of the school 
was beautifully decorated for the oc- 
casion, the singing by the school and 
various groups was fully up to the 
high standard of the past, and the Rev. 
J. H. Harms, D. D., himself a college 
president before he became the pas- 
tor of the Church of the Holy Com- 
munion in this city, won the hearts 
of all by his most admirable address 
on the Seven Lights of Life—factors 
which make for real success and hap- 
piness. The diplomas were awarded 
by the President of the Board, Mr. 
William P. M. Braun. Our prayers for

Gced’s guidance and blessing follow 
our girls also after they have left our 
school. Years of intimate associations 
such as are possible only in a board- 
ing school, which, however, fully half 
as many day pupils add mucn of daily 
interest, usually draw pupils and 
teachers together in life-long friend- 
ships. 


A wonderful addition to our school 
is the new playground added to the 
two tennis courts. The upper part of 
the large triangular plot on which 
our school is located, has been fur- 
nished with a_ slide, see-saws and 
swings for the youngest girls, and 
with a horizontal bar, a horizontal 
ladder, traveling rings and a giant- 
stride for older girls. A cement walk 
of about 550 feet now surrounds this 
section affording ample opportunity 
for roller-skating. A teacher of phys- 
ical culture has been engaged, whose 
duties include the supervision of the 
children during play. In unfavorable 
weather our large gymnasium will be 
used. The apparatus for this play- 
ground is the best obtainable and is 
the gift of the Alumnae Association, 
to whom not only our Board and 
teachers, but also the girls are deeply 
grateful.

OUR CHILDREN’S HOSPITAL DONATION DAY 
A STORY AND A Fact 


“Shall I tell you a story, Mother, a story of real fairies?” Little Ellen 
sat cuddled in her mother’s arms before the warm fireplace, an open fairy 
story book on her lap. How long it had been since the last time they had 
sat thus together! Only yesterday Ellen was brought home from the Chil- 
dren’s Hospital, where she had been a patient for the past six months. A cruel 
auto had caught her as she was crossing a street one day and mangled her 
small body underneath its wheels. For many days afterwards she lay in her 
little white bed without waking up at all, and for many days the doctors and 
nurses feared she never would wake up again, for her head was badly hurt 
and her legs badly crushed. 

“Indeed I should like to hear your story,” said her mother, holding her 
closer. “It will be about the hospital and the fairies who live there,” said 
little Ellen, her face lighting up with smiles. “They really are doctors and 
nurses, but I like to call them fairies because they do so many things just like 
real fairy people. It seems so long ago row wher I first opened my eyes and 
saw a white fairy bending over me. She smiled and fixd my pillow and asked: 
‘Are you very hungry?’ I believe I was, because when she brought me some 
nice hot broth, it tasted so good I wanted more, but I soon fell asleep and 
when next I opened my eyes, I felt myself riding on something. I know now 
it was a stretcher, for I have often been on a stretcher since. “They were 
taking me into a fairy room, all white atd quiet, where I saw several white 
fairies and even a fairy doctor who said that he would fix my legs so that I 
could soon walk again. I wanted to look all about me, but some one put a 
cloth over my eyes and told me to go to sleep again. I must have been very 
sleepy, because a nurse gave me something to smell and before I could tell 
what it was, I was sound asleep. When I awoke, I was back in my little 
white bed and the smelly stuff was gone.”’ 

Now Ellen looked up into her mother’s face and saw tears in her eyes. 
“Please don’t cry, mother, because it doesn’t hurt any more, and I can walk 
and talk and do most everything again. Don’t you think it is just like fairy- 
land, such a place where gocd people do so many things to make sick children 
well and happy?” 

Just then the door bell rang. It was the postman with a letter. Mother 
opened it, and saw it was from Ellen’s hospital. It was a pamphlet filled 
with pictures, at which Ellen clapped her hands in glee and cried, “Oh, 
mother, here is my fairy Elce,” pointing to a picture of Sister Else holding a 
sick baby. “I think she is the best fairy, because she helps everybody. 

“And see, here is our sun parlor and the fairy doctor and everybody. 
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Sometimes when it was nice and warm a fairy nurse would take me down 
this walk into the garden to see the fountain and the flowers. 


“And, Oh mother, here is my own little bed right next to the organ. 
What is the organ for? Why, for prayers every morning and every evening. 
-Songs and prayers always make us feel good. 

“Do you see this dear little baby? He has a broken leg, so both of his 
feet must be tied up high, but that doesn’t hurt; he laughs all the time. 


“There were so many children, I couldn’t tell about them all, some big 
sgirls and boys and even some wee little babies in wee little white beds. The 
fairies need more baby beds; I heard them wishing for some most every day, 
‘and lots of other things tc help them do their fairy work. 

“When my head stopped aching and I could be up in a rolling chair, I 
would visit the other childrec and find toys and books ard things for those 
who had to stay in bed. I wich I could still help them. Could I go back 
some day to visit them, do ycu think, mother?” 

“My dear child,” said her mother looking at the pamphlet again, “let 
me see what it says here:

Ellen’s joy was complete. She could hardly wait for the 24th of Oc- 
tober. And when she came with her mother she was so surprised and pleased. 


On that beautiful, sunshiny day many former patients and many dear, 
helpful friends came to the Motherhouse, where, on the second floor, now 
looking like fairy-land, wee toys, fancy and _ useful articles, home-made 
cakes and candies, a grocery store with home canned fruits and vegetables, 
preserves and jellies, cut flowers and growing plants, leather goods, etc., 
nearly all donations from liberal friends and patrons. “The sale was con- 
ducted by the Ladies’ Auxiliary of the Lankenau Hospital, the Nurses’ 
Alumnae Associaticn of the Lankerau Hospital, ladies of Zion Lutheran 
Church and other personal friends of the Motherhouse family. A cafeteria, 
conducted by the Lankenau School Alumnae Association, in the dining-room 
and alcove, was very well patronized. 


Although the Hospital was not generally open to visitors, on account of 
the danger of carrying contagious diseases to our children, in order to give our 
friends a “peep” at the children, the new sun-parlors were thrown open for 
inspection and some of the convalescent little ones in rolling chairs and on 
crutches, with bandaged heads and limbs. sat in state to receive the admiring 
and sympathetic attention of their friends. 

How happy we were to receive two free beds again this year, one from 
Mr. and Mrs. Wm. A. Rumpp, in memory of their mother, Mrs. Caroline F.. 
Rumpp; the other from Mr. and Mrs. J. Harper Dripps, in memory of their 
daughter Dorothy, who went to the heavenly home in 1914, only eight years 
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old. Now her name will be read by thousands who pass the _ beautiful 
memorial tablet. 

Not only was Children’s Hospital Day a success financially, as the pro- 
ceeds from the various booths, together with the cash donations, amounted to 
more than five thousand dollars, but many new friends were thereby won for 
our work. ‘The Sisters, Board of Trustees and loyal friends were grea‘ly en- 
couraged by the wholehearted interest of all who gave so liberally and labored 
so faithfully, some of them weeks in advance, to make this day a real help in 
our work for these little sufferers. 


EDMUND R. TEUBNER 


A telephone message on Saturday morning, September 13th, brought the 
shocking news that Mr. Teubner, treasurer of the Lankenau Hospital and 
of our Motherhouse, had been found dead in bed that morning at the resi- 
dence of his youngest daughter, Mrs. H. A. Bruce, with whom he had made 
his home since the death of her husband. The day before, Mr. Teubner 
had been at his usual place in the foreign department of the well-known 
banking house, Drexel & Co., where he would have completed his fiftieth 
year next December. Though he had not been in the best of health for 
some time, he rarely missed a day and always attended to his manifold and 
usually complicated duties most conscientiously. He was universally re- 
spected and enjoyed the fuilest confidence of his firm and of the Boards of 
the Hospital and of the Motherhouse, and was justly esteemed by every one 
who had the privilege of a closer personal contact with him. 


At the funeral on September 16th the pastor of the Motherhouse of- 
ficiated, as he had done at the funeral of Mrs. Teubner about ten years ago. 


As treasurer, Mr. Teubner was an advisory member of our Board and 
took a deep interest in every phase of the work. At the regular meeting of 
the Board on October 15th, the following minute was adopted: 


“The Mary J. Drexel Home and Philadelphia Motherhouse of Dea- 
conesses through its Board of Trustees desires to record its deep sense of 
loss sustained by the passing away of Mr. Edmund R. Teubner, who was so 
unexpectedly called from his labors on September 19th. 


“Elected treasurer in 1902, only one year after the death of Mr. John 
D. Lankenau, the founder and benefactor of this institution, Mr. Teubner 
was charged with the task of organizing our finances. He introduced a 
system of accounting so admirable, that it has been impossible to improve 
upon it, and so faithfully kept that his work was practically complete to 
the last day of his life. 


“Mr. Teubner was more than a treasurer, he was a personal friend of 
the Home of his fellow members on the Board and of the Sisters, and en- 
joyed their fullest confidence as he did that of the public at large. By his 
sympathetic interest he injected a most valuable personal element into all 
business transactions, which won him the personal appreciation of all, as 
was well expressed by one of the deaconesses, ‘Every one of us would like 
to grasp his hand once more and thank him for what he has done for us.’ 


“Mr. Teubner stood for close personal application, placed duty above 
personal interests, and integrity above every other consideration: He was 
faithful in his stewardship His place wiil be difficult to fill, his work will 
remain an inspiration and his memory will be cherished by all who had the 
privilege of his fellowship in our work.”

OUR 35TH SCHOOL YEAR 


On ‘Tuesday, September 16th, our 
Lankenau School for Girls entered upon 
its 35th year. One hundred and eighteen 
pupils were enrolled. The number has 
since increased to one hundred and twen- 
ty-three. Seventy-four are boarders and 
forty-nine day pupils. 

The opening exercises were held as al- 
ways in the beautiful chapel of the 
Motherhouse. Dr. Bachman welcomed 
the girls and admonished them to put 
forth their best efforts not only in pre- 
paring themselves for the tasks they were 
to perform in later life, but above all in 
acquiring the wisdom that would enable 
them to understand the importance of 
the question: ‘What must I do to be 
saved?” The story of the rich young 
ruler was taken as the text. 


After this service the pupils returned 
to the auditorium of the school where 
they were assigned to their respective 
classes and classrooms; their textbooks 
were given them. and before the noon 
recess work had begun. 


Two new teachers have been added to 
the faculty, Miss Elizabeth Wagaman, of 
Hagerstown, Md., chiefly for physical 
culture and playground work, and Mr. 
Carl Falkenroth, our pastor’s assistant, 
for religion and German. Prof. Franz 
Lesshafft, a graduate of the Berlin 
Academy of Fine Arts (Kunstakademie), 
who for some years has been teaching 
drawing and painting, has this year also 
arranged to give an illustrated course on 
the history of art.

VENTION IN BUFFALO, N. Y. 


Oct. 6-13, 1924 


With the Buffato Convention the 
American Hospital Association passes the 
first milestone in the second quarter cen- 
tury of its existence. 


How happy we were to be permitted to 
take part in the wonderful occasion of 
which everybody said it was the best at- 
tended in the history of this organization. 


It took us the whole day Monday to get 
to Buffalo, but we enjoyed the gorgeous 
scenery through Pennsylvania and New 
York.

Two of the lat- 
ter invited us to see their hospital in 
Erie, which we did at the end of the 
week. 


The exposition was grand, but we 
found that most of tne latest machinery 
and equipments were good old friends of 
ours also, and we had to confess that, by 
the goodness of our kind and thoughtful 
Board of Trustees, our Hospital is one of 
the best equipped institutions. 


Tuesday night we attended a splendid 
banquet which was made enjoyable | to 
everyone by humorous speeches and the 
singing of folksongs. Naturally we did 
not stay for the ball. 


Wednesday afternoon we visited friends 
who told us of a wonderful remedy for 
cancer used by Dr. Koch, of Detroit. 
Thursday we made a trip to the mighty 
falls of Niagara. Friday we went to 
Erie to spend a few days with our Sisters 
in the Home for the Aged. Saturday we 
visited the jail and the St. Vincent Hos- 
pital. Sunday we attended the services 
at St. John’s Lutheran Church, and in the 
afternoon Mrs. Benze took us for a beau- 
tiful automobile ride which we all en- 
joyed. The Sisters made it so comfort- 


able for us that it was real hard to leave 
on Monday morning. We arrived at the 
Motherhouse in Philadelphia late that 
evening. We certainly had a wonderful 
week, gained some new information and 
met many fine people to whom we feel 
greatly indebted.

SCHOOL ACTIVITIES 


Our Light Brigade was reorganized 
shortly after the opening of the present 
school term with an enrollment of sixty- 
five. Weekly meetings have been held by 
each division, Little Lights, Lamplighters 
and Torchlighters. The Lamplighters 
and Torchighters carry out the follow- 
ing program: ‘The first meeting in the 
month is a business meeting, at which 
the members are taught the fundamentals 
of parliamentary rules; the second is a 
program meeting, at which the mission 
ary programs of the Light Brigade are 
followed; the third a mission study class. 
at which the work of the church in its 


various mission fields is studied; the 
fourth, a handwork meeting. 
Our Senior Missionary Society has 


also made a good beginning, and promises 
to have interesting and inspiring meet- 
ings. It was reorganized on October 14th 
by Sister Anna Ebert, who succeeds Miss 
Mabel Glock as leader, the latter having 
been compelled to resign on account of 
her health. 


Sunday School is held every Sunday 
afternoon for boarders who remain at the 
school over the week-end. Here, as well 
as in the missionary societies our pupils 
are given opportunity to develop leader- 
ship. Offices, such as those of the finan- 
cial, attendance, birthday, missionary and 
supply secretaries are held by the girls 
themselves, and for the o!der pupils of 
our Senior Department a teachers’ train- 
ing class is conducted. 


Sixteen of our Lankenau girls were 
enrotled as Camp Fire Girls, under the 
supervision and leadership of Sister 
Maude Behrman. Meetings or “hikes” 
will be held weekly. It is hoped that 
through this organization the girls will 
learn to appreciate the great “out-of- 
doors” and thus become strong, healthy 
and useful. Various kinds of handwork 
will be taught and honest labor will he 
encouraged, 
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THE SALISBURY CONVENTION 


On the evening of September 30th, 
Sisters Grace Lauer, Iona Bonner and 
Anna Ebert started out for the conven- 
tion of the Women’s Missionary Society 
of the United Lutheran Church, at Salis-— 
bury; No-G: 

When we reached our destination the 
following morning the air was crisp and 
invigorating and the sun shone brightly. 
The hospitality of the Southern women, 
so manifest throughout our visit, was 
already demonstrated by the hearty wel- 
come given to the delegates and visitors 
upon their arrival at the station. 


At ten o’clock the Worker’s Conference 
opened in St. John’s Lutheran Church. 
During this preliminary session, three 
hundred women from all parts of the 
United States and Canada took part in 
and listened to the discussion of fifty-six 


questions covering practically every 
phase of work. 
The first session of the convention 


opened Thursday morning at 10.45. Rev. 
Fulenwider and Rev. Cox, D. D., both of 
Salisbury, conducted the liturgical serv- 
ices. The impressive sermon by Dr. F. F. 
Fry, of Rochester, N. Y., led up to the 
holy Communion that followed. It was 
an impressive sight to see nearly four 
hundred missionary women of the church 
from the United States, Canada, Africa, 
India and Japan, partake of the holy 
Sacrament. 


Space does not permit even an outline 
of the program. There were the mis- 
sionary women of the church, the mis- 
sionaries on furlough, the students, the 
representatives of the general boards of 
the church, assembled to study. plan and 
extend the work of the Kingdom. 


One of the outstanding features of the 
convention was the thirteen distinct de- 
votional periods. These few minutes of 
meditation and prayer at the opening and 
close of each session created a spiritual 
atmosphere that strengthened and_ re- 
freshed each one present. 


Sr. Elizabeth, of the Baltimore Moth- 
erhouse, stationed at Summerland Col- 
lege, S. C., presented “The Call of the 
Diaconate” on Friday evening. On fre- 
quent occasions the great need of dea- 
conesses was stressed and the delegates 
were urged to present 
work with great eagerness and fervor to 
the young women of the church. The 
eleven deaconesses present were intro- 
duced on Saturday afternoon. Sister 
Sophie Moeller, who was spending her

vacation at her home near King’s Creek, 
S. C., joined us Wednesday evening, so 
that our Motherhouse was represented by 
four Sisters. 


Another interesting phase of the trip 
was the privilege afforded Sister Grace 


~and Sister Anna to spend Saturday night 


in the home of Rev. and Mrs. Cooper, in 
Albemarle, N. C., and speak in their 
church at the Rally Day services on Sun- 
day morning. The hospitality of the 
members of this church will not soon be 
forgotten. 


The convention adjourned Monday 
evening, and the following morning we 
resumed our trip by going to King’s 
Creek, S. C.; our destination was Sister 
Sophie’s home. 


There being a celebration of the anni- 
versary of the Battle of King’s Moun- 
tain, we stopped at King’s Mountain and 
had the pleasure of meeting Mrs. Cooper’s 
parents,’ Mr. and Mrs. Mauney, and her 
two brothers. After luncheon with them, 
we bade them goodbye and started out 
for Sister Sophie’s home by automobile. 
We drove over smooth and also exceed- 
ingly rough roads with forests on both 
sides, and apparently no dwelling or sign 
of human life. Suddenly an open stretch 
of land lay before us and we were face to 
face with the negroes picking cotton. 
The entire trip was interesting and in- 
structive. We shall never forget our 
visit to Mrs. Moeller’s home. 


We left Wednesday evening and ar- 
rived in Philadelphia on Thursday noon 
with thankful hearts for the safe and 
joyful journey.

VISITING MISSIONARIES 

Among the guests recently entertained 
by our Motherhouse were Rev. and Mrs. 
A. B. Schwerdtfeger, on their way to 
New York, where they embarked for 
India on October 14th with a large party 
of outgoing missionaries. Our _ best 
wishes for God’s guidance and blessing 
accompany them. 


Rev. and Mrs. Paul M. Counts, re- 
cently returned from our field in Liberia, 
Africa, were here at the same time. Both 
briefly addressed our Lankenau School at 
the Monday morning assembly in the Au- 
ditorium and deepened still more the mis- 
sionary interest of our girls. 


A representative of the Rhenish Mis- 
sionary Society. Rev. A. Bettin, formerly 
a missionary in China and now here in 
the interests of that mission, has been our 
guest during his work in Philadelphia and 
vicinity. His lecture to the Sisters and 
others at the Motherhouse was most in- 
teresting and his conversations on condi- 
tions in China are very instructive, 
especially in view of the present political 
disturbances in that great country. 


From Madrid, Spain, Rev. Augustin 
Arenales and Rev. Jose Caraballo, ar- 
rived at the Motherhouse on October 3d, 
sent by Pastor Fliedner, of that city, who 
was our guest three years ago. The im- 
portant Protestant work in charge of 
Pastor Fliedner has been richly blessed 
since founded by his father, Fritz Flied- 
ner, a son of Theodore Fliedner, of 
Kaisersnerth, over fifty years ago. Rev. 
Arenales and Rev. Caraballo have wit- 
nessed for the gospel in their native coun- 
try by word and personal suffering and 
came to America in the hope of securing 
help necessary to save the property from 
being foreclosed and bought up by the 
Jesuits. Unfortunately Rev. Caraballo 
suffered from what appeared to be a bad 
cold when he arrived so that he had to 
be admitted to our hospital the following 
day. A later thorough examination re- 
vealed a_ serious lung condition which 
made it advisable to refer him to another 
hospital and sanatorium for a_ special 
course of treatment covering about six 
months Though admitted at less than 
one-half the usual charge, the expense is 
more than the Fliedner Mission can as- 
sume. We have already received a spe- 
cial contribution which will pay for ten 
weeks and are sure that among the read- 
ers of the Deaconess Messenger many 
will be glad to help along. Rev. Aren- 
ales, who now is working for the cause 
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in New York, writes us through an in- 
terpreter: ‘“‘Even though the Lutheran 
Church could do nothing else for the 
work in Spain but help Rev. Caraballo’s 
health, that would be a great service and 
help.” Contributions sent to Rev. E. F. 
Bachman, 2100 South College Avenue, 
Philadelphia, Pa., will be gratefully ac- 
knowledged and turned over to Rev. 
Caraballo. Let us give and pray for this 
brother, whose wife and tour little chil- 
dren are anxiously awaiting his return 
and whose recovery will mean much for 
the cause of Protestantism in Spain. 


Pastor Gleiss, Director of the Inner 
Mission activities in the Province of 
Schleswig, and Baron Stackelberg, form- 
erly of Riga, called at the Motherhouse 
on October 13th. Both gentlemen are di- 
rectly interested in selecting and directing 
immigrants to Canada and after an ex- 
tended visit to the Canadian Northwest 
were now on their way back to Germany.

SOMETHING NEW FOR CHOIRS 

Sister Flora Moyer, head of the De- 
partment of Music of our Lankenau 
School for Girls, so successfully arranged 
155 hymns for women’s voices that the 
well-known publisher, Carl Fischer, Inc., 
of Boston, New York and _ Chicago, 
promptly accepted the manuscript. 
“Prayer and Praise’ is the title of this 
collection. It includes songs for the sea- 
sons of the church year and for most 
other religious occasions. Sister Flora has 
drawn on various sources and has added 
to the hymns most cherished by English 
Christians gems from various other 
lands and a few of her own compositions. 
Written in three and four parts, they are 
intended chiefly for “a capella” singing, 
the singular beauty and effectiveness of 
which only few choirs seem to have dis- 
covered. 


This collection grew out of the needs 
of our Sisters’ choir for the regular Sun- 
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day services and for their singing in the 
Lankenau Hospital on Sunday mornings. 
Long and ‘persistent inquiry failing to 
find a suitable collection, Sister Flora set 
to work with the above gratifying result. 
She has thereby rendered a distinct serv- 
ice to Deaconess’ Motherhouses, Nurses’ 
Training Schools, all of which surely 
have some young women able and wiiling 
to sing for the patients, to colleges and 
secondary schools for young women and 
to young people’s and women’s organiza- 
tions desiring to enrich the programs of 
their meetings and conventions. From a 
musical standpoint this collection is com- 
mended by H. Alexander Matthews, Mus. 
Doc., one of Philadelphia’s leading or- 
ganists and composers, and by Rev. J. F. 
Ohl, Mus. Doc., D. D., well known in our 
church as a composer and hymnologist ; 
while for its scope and purpose it is 
highly recommended for use in hospitals 
by Dr. Frank Clare English, Executive 
Secretary of the Protestant Hospital As- 
sociation, and by the Rev. Herman L. 
Fritschel, D.D., President of the Hos- 
pital Association of Wisconsin and other 
States.
